DISEASE. 


(1»  NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS 
DISEASE. 


TaLle  y shows  the  total  of  the  various  infectious 
diseases  notified  during  1940,  classified  according  to  age, 
together  v/ith  the  n^Jinher  of  cases  removed  to  hospital  and 
the  deaths  from  each  disease.  Table  shows  the  incidence 
of  notifiable  infectious  disease  in  the  various  parishes. 

Smallpox.  No  case  of  smallpox  was  notified  during  the  year. 
No  primary  vaccination  or  re-vaccination  was  performed  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Smallpox)  Regulations,  1917# 

Scarlet  Fever.  Nineteen  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified, 
compared  with  seventeen  in  1939.  The  case-rate  per  thousand 
of  population  was  0,79?  compared  v/ith  the  rate  of 
1.63  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

Of  the  nineteen  cases  notified,  seventeen  were 
admitted  to  the  Reigate  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  for 
treatment.  The  remaining  two  cases  v/ere  nursed  in  their  own 
homes. 


Five  other  patients  were  admitted  to  hospital 
suspected  of  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever,  but  in  these 
cases  the  diagnosis  v/as  not  confirmed. 

Diphtheria.  Three  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified,  compared 
v/ith  one  in  1939?  giving  a case-rate  for  the  year  of  0,12 
per  thousand  population,  compared  with  the  rate  of  l,l6  for 
England  and  Vi/ales, 

Three  other  patients  v/erc  admitted  to  hospital 
for  observation  for  the  disease.  The  diagnosis  in  these 
coses  v/as  not  confirmed. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation,  Further  progress  has  been  mode 
with  the  Council’s  scheme  for  immunisation  against  diphtheria, 
and  281  children  attending  elementary  schools  or  County 
Council  Welfare  Clinics  received  the  treatment  during  the  year, 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Particulars  of  tv/enty-eight  new  cases  of 
tuberculosis  which  came  to  the  notice  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  during  the  year  are  set  out  in  Table  Vll,  together 
with  an  analysis  of  the  deaths  in  the  area  from  this  disease 
during  the  same  period. 

The  now  cases  include,  in  addition  to  those 
officially  notified,  eleven  patients  who  came  into  the 
district  from  other  areas  in  v/hich  they  had  already  been 
notified. 


There  wore  six  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
representing  an  annual  death  rate  of  0,25  per  thousand  of  the 
population.  Two  deaths  were  certified  as  due  to  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  the  death  rote  being  0, 08,  The  total  tuberculosis 
death  rate  for  the  district  was,  therefore  0,33  par  thousand.
